MAYOR OF DUNKIRK 


HEADS RAID FOR COAL 


City Official and Citizens Appropriate 


Fuel Consignee! to Chicago, but 


Agree to Pay For It. 


Hartford City. 1ml., Feb. C.—Tho clt- 


zens of Dunkirk, twelve miles east of 
icre, headed by the mayor and other 
city ofllclals, seized two carloads of 
coal which were ntandliig on the Perm 
eylvanla switch track and conslgne-J 
to Chicago. 


The coal "pirates" numbered about 


thirty. Tho coal was rarrlod away In 
wheelbarrows and wagons 
and 
(!!«• 


trlbuted among the citizens and to the 
city's electric light and water works 
plants. 


The night operator telegraphed tho 


headquarters of the railroad company 
of the affair and stops have already 
been taken to recover pay for the coal. 


The people of Dunkirk say they are 


willing to pay for the coal, and the only 
reason that they appropriated It was 
because they were unable to get or- 
ders fllled and tho people were suffer- 
ing. 


The citizens left two other carloads 


untouched. 


HEROISM SAVES MANY 


LIVES IN A TUNNEL 


Passenger Runs Great Northern Train 


Out of Cascade Bore After Crews 


Had Become Unconscious. 


Tacoma, Wash.. Feb. C.—The lives 


of 200 passengers aboard the cast- 
bound overland train on the Groat 
Northern 
Railroad wero Imperiled 


when the train was stalled In the Cas- 
cade Tunnel for an hour and thirty 
minutes owing to nn accident to tho 
nlr brakes. 
John Abbott, a passenger, 


proved a hero, and his act doubtless 
paved ninny lives. 


The crew of both engines and many 


passengers were overcome by 
gas 


caused by smoke from the locomotive, 
and the lights In the cars were extln 
gulshed. 
Abbott, realizing the slttrn 


tlon, with passengers falling 
about 


him 111 nn unconscious state, made his 
way to the locomotive. Ho found tho 
crew unconscious, but succeeded In 
starting the air pump and releasing 
the air brakes. 
He then backed tlm 


train to the west end of the tunnel, 
It bflng all down grade, and ran It to 
the switch at the tunnel entrance. 


But for Abbott's heroic action all on 


the train might have perished.

SCHOLAR CHANGES 


ALL HIS VIEWS 


Professor Delitzeh Says That the Mo- 


saic Law Is Not Derived 


from Babylonians. 


Berlin. Fob. G.—(Special).—l-rot. 


Delitzeh, the eminent biblical critic, 
now declares that tho Mosaic law was 
not derived from the Babylonians; de- 
nies that he said the Jewish Go- -was 
of Babylonian origin and asserts that 
tho idea of monotheism Is 
purely 


Jowlsh. 
Those theses are opposed
